WAS VERY POPULAR HERE 

Father Offers Reward For 
Information Leading 
His Discovery 

^ Lieutenant E. H. Bobbitt, 
21. son of Mr. and Mrs, E* 
H. Bobbitt, prominent citi¬ 
zens of Hot Springs, was 
known as one of the most 
popular young men of this 
section of the state, where 
he grew to manhood, and his 
disappearance has caused 
widespread anxiety among 
the great host of friends of 
the family. The deepest 
sympathy is felt for them in 
this time of distress. i 

Lieutenant Bobbitt attend¬ 
ed Virginia Polytechnic in¬ 
stitute, at Blacksburg, and 
has been in the air service 
for about two years. 

It will be recalled that he 
and Lieutenant Mustoe, also 
a product of Bath county, 
took part in the air maneu¬ 
vers that were featured over 
the middle west and east by 
the army last year.
